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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 25-27, drawn to the column address counter of figure 7, classified 
in class 71 1 , subclass 1 67. 

II. Claims 41-44, drawn to the data input clock generation circuit of figure 3, 
classified in class 711, subclass 167. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such 
as a column address counter for any memory - not necessarily based on that of the 
clock signals produced in group II and shown in figure 3. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

It is also important to note that the claims, while generally classified in 71 1/167, 
require divergent searches into class 365 and other subclasses of class 71 1 . For 
example, data latches and amplifiers are not required in group I, but a divided clock 
signal is not required for group II.
